S. M. Sevier Is Lucky Bi(l<ler—Prob¬ 
lem of Garbage and Trash Dis¬ 
posal Gets Attention 

The third time proved to work the 
charm on the improvement of Suf¬ 
folk Avenue. Two bids were le 
ceived and the contract was awarded 
to S. M. Sevier of Monrovia at las^ 
night's meeting of the city trustees 
It will be remembered that bids hat 
been called for twice before but 
without response from the contrac¬ 
tors. George Ft. Curtis was the other 
bidder, the bids being as follows: 

S. M. Sevier: Grading and oiling. 
$1.39 per lineal foot; cement curbs, 
35 cents per lineal foot; gutters. 
15 cents per square foot. Total

oiling, $1.75 per lineal foot; cement 
curbs, 35 cents per lineal foot; gut¬ 
ters, 15 cents per square foot.

The difference of 36 cents per 
lineal foot made a difference of $3 0 6 
in the totals of the bids, the other 
figures being identical. 

Work upon the streets by the gas 
company’s contractors was ordered 
stopped until a properly certified 
check is placed with the city to in¬ 
sure the resurfacing of the streets 
according to specifications. A check 
has already made a couple of round 
trips between the city hall and the 
gas company in an effort to get it in 
proper form and the last time it 
stayed with the company, leaving 
the city without a guarantee, though 
the company say that would make 
no difference in the way they con¬ 
form to the specifications. It is not 
likely there will be any real trouble 
or a delay of more than a few hours 
at most. 

The matter of dumping trash and 
garbage was discussed. The street 
superintendent was ordered to post 
a sign prohibiting dumping in the big 
ditch at the foot of Baldwin Avenue. 
A motion was passed providing for 
an experiment in the collection of 
trash about town. The disposal of 
garbage is a problem on which the 
public health committee of the Wom¬ 
an’s Club is at work and it was de¬ 
cided to wait for some recommenda¬ 
tion from them before taking action. 

A petition was read from several 
property owners sking for the. 
vacation of Oak Street, a short, blind 
street shown on the map but never 
opened up, running east from Sunny- 
side Avenue, a short distance south 
of Grand View, through the property 
of W. W. Seaman. As it is not in 
line with or a possible connection of 
any other street the trustees 
instructed the attorney to draw up 
the proper ordinance for granting 
the request. 

The resolutions adopted by the 
Board of Health as a preventive of 
a possible outbreak of rabies were 
read. That one providing for the 
muzzling of all dogs with wire muz¬ 
zles was approved and the marshal 
ordered to impound all dogs not con¬ 
forming to the terms of the city ordi-

The first rain of the new season 
1910-11 fell early Tuesday morning, 
the 11th, and amounted to thirteen- 
hundredths of an inch. The rain¬ 
fall for the corresponding period last 
year was eighty-two hundredths of 
an inch. The rain began last year 
at 10 p. m. on October 1 and was 
not finally over until after 6 p. m. 
on October 2. No more rain fell in 
October, 1 909 after the first storm. 

The average rainfall in October 
during the last twenty-two years was 
1.40 inches. The heaviest fall dur¬ 
ing that period was in October, 1889 
when there was a record of 10.52 
inches for the month. In 1 891, 1903 
and 1906 there was no rain in Oc¬

an old orchard in the canyon. The 
trees were planted about 1863, in¬ 
cluding cherries and other fruits as 
well as apples of several varieties 
Most of the apples were Bellefieurs. 
For the last dozen years or more 
the trees seem to have had no atten¬ 
tion until last winter. When J. M. 
Beard took charge of Orchard Camp 
his father-in-law, Mr. Craggs. came 
up to help in some carpenter work. 
The old trees attracted his attention 
and he pruned and thinned them out 
thoroughly. The result was aston¬ 
ishing. About twenty bushels of ap¬ 
ples were gathered this fall, and fin¬ 
er ones could not be wished for, as 
the writer can testify. Two fine spe¬ 
cimens of some unknown variety 
weighed just a pound and a half. 
The Bellefieurs were smaller, but 
were finer than the average seen in 
the market. The flavor was not to 
be excelled and the apples were firm 
and well colored. The effect of the 
cool nights was very apparent. The 
apples in themselves were excellent 
i as samples of what can be raised in 
California. But, when the age of the 
trees is considered, with the lack of 
care and irrigation, the showing be¬ 
comes remarkable. There is also a 
fine lesson in the way the old trees 
responded to severe pruning.

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SANITARY TOPICS 

Discussed By Public Health Commit¬ 
tee of the Woman’s Club 

The second meeting of the Public 
Health Committee of the Sierra 
Madre Woman’s club was held at the 
residence of Mrs. W. J. Lawless on 
Thursday afternoon, October 6. 

Eighteen members attended this 
meeting and a variety of sanitary 
topics were discussed. Plies came in 
for their due proportion of considera¬ 
tion as carriers of typhoid and other 
infectious, intestinal diseases.. As is 
well known, flies breed largely in 
accumulations of refuse and manure. 
This condition can be overcome by 
the application of gypsum, which 
adds to the value of the fertilizer; 
is cheap, a barrelful lasting for a 
long time; nor is it detrimental to 
live stock; indeed, adding to their 
comfort in lessening the plague of 
insects. 

Each member deplored their in¬ 
ability to burn tin cans, which render 
the premises so unsightly; and the

The subject of tuberculosis was in¬ 
troduced—being to us a very vital 
question,—our town being known 
throughout the land as a location 
possessing peculiar advantages in 
climate and altitude for these cases. 
Perhaps there is no better way to 
strengthen our hands for future 
work than to learn something of 
what has already been accomplished 
in decreasing the fearful toll de¬ 
manded by tuberculosis. Since Dr. 
Koch demonstrated the bacillus of 
tuberculosis and made more plain its 
power of infection and its spread by 
dried sputum carried in the air. Eng¬ 
land has decreased her death rate 
fifty per cent; New York City forty 
per cent; Boston fifty-five per cent. 

Have you ever dreamed—as we 
have—of the time when tuberculosis, 
that now takes its toll of five hun¬ 
dred thousand lives from our country 
each year, shall in all our fair land 
be almost, if not quite, unknown? 
This might be accomplished almost 
in one generation if all had a mind 
to help; and you who are ill who 
have been obliged to give up cher¬ 
ished plans, to leave friends, to lay- 
aside your ambitions and watch the 
world pass by, that you might re¬ 
gain health,—have you thought that 
upon you lies in a great measure, 
the responsibility of saying whether 
this great end shall come speedily- or 
slowly—with such cruel slowness— 
sacrificing by delay so many loved 
ones; for your example and word 
will do far more to bring about that 
care that destroys all sputum before 
it can dry, than all the words and 
labors of the well. 

Many a man has laid down his 
life in willing sacrifice for an ideal 


that would bring far less of good to 
the world. Shall you not rejoke tnat 
life still places in your hand so great 
a work? 

Is it not enough? A fireman save*, 
one human life and we give him un¬ 
stinted applause, and rightly. In 
your hands is placed largely the sav¬ 
ing of five hundred thousand lives. 
Shall they appeal to you in vain?

GETS DAMAGES FOR FIRE LOSS 

Government Repaid for Killing of 
Young Forest Growth 
By Fire 

In an action for fire trespass on- 
the Black Hills National Forest 
brought by the United States against 
the Missouri River and Northwestern 
Railroad, the jury has awarded dam¬ 
ages to the Government not only for 
the loss of merchantable timber but 
also for the destruction of unmer¬ 
chantable young growth. 

This is regarded by Government 
officials as establishing a very im¬ 
portant precedent. So far as is 
known at the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, it is the first time that 
any court has recognized what for¬ 
esters call the “expectation value” of 
young growth as furnishing a basis 
for the award of damages. The dif¬ 
ficulty in the way of such an award 
in the past has been that there was 
no way to prove to the satisfaction 
of the courts the money value of the 
loss suffered. 

The award in the South Dakota 
case followed the presentation of evi¬ 
dence as to the cost of work in re- 
- foresting which the Government is 
actually doing in the Black Hills. 

1 The amount claimed for the young 
growth burned was $12 an acre, and 
the claim under this item was al¬ 
lowed in full by the jury. The to¬ 
tal amount of damages claimed was 
$3,728.85, of which $2,634.45 was 
for merchantable timber destroyed 
or injured by the fire. 

It is recognized by foresters that 
the cost of artificial reforestation 
will not always furnish a fair basis 
for estimating the damage to forest 
reproduction. Where new growth 
can be expected by natural sowing 
from seed trees on the ground with¬ 
in a short time, artificial planting 
or sowing is an unnecessarily expen- 
! sive method. To meet such cases 
what are known as “yield tables” are 
being prepared. By the use of these 
the loss can be shown in terms of 
the final crop and the time neces¬ 
sary to produce it. 

Thus, if it is known that ten thou¬ 
sand feet of timber per acre can be 
cut once in seventy years, it is easy 
j to calculate the value of the crop 
! when it is ten years old by discount¬ 
ing from its value when mature. In 
European countries where forestry 
has been long practiced this method 
, is regularly applied in . elling, con¬ 
demning, or estimating damages on 
forest property. It is also used 
abroad in insurance, which would 
be impracticable if there were not 
both an accepted basis for determin¬ 
ing the loss suffered and a reason¬ 
ably accurate knowledge of the haz¬ 
ard involved. ,
